RELIGION DISCUSSED 



Economics of Bible and He- 
brew Influence on Chris- 
tianity Dealt With

being able to be present at. the 
meeting. William Shuchat then 
introdured Mr, Forsey of Eco- 
nomics Department who spoke 
on "The Contribution of Hebrew 
Religion to Christianity." Mr. 
For?ey .«aid, "These disciisi«ion 
groups are hiplily wholesome 
and desir.nblo in view of the jiro- 
sent conditions of the world, as 
p\en educated people believe in 
silly Rossip which causes anti- 
Semitism, which is tlir snnie as 
anti-Christianity. Mr. Forsey 
summed up his talk by giving 
the three elements which the 
Fascists purged from Christian- 
ity and which are as follows: 
Insistence of reward in the pre- 
sent life, not the hereafter, in- 
ternationalism, and "meekness." 
Vineberg Discusses Bible. 

Mr. Vineberg, the former, presi- 
dent of the Maccabean Circle, was 
introduced by Mr. Shuchat. He 
spoke on the "Economics of the 
Bible," and compared the wheat 
crisis of 1929-30 with the famine in 
Egypt to Joseph's foresiight in stor- 
ing grain for the famine years. Mr. 
Vineberg then said that economic 
life should be organized so as to 
give freedom to people and gave as 
an example the ancient custom of 
freeing slaves every Jubilee year 
and the cancellation of debts, Mr. 
C. Powles of S.C.M. then thanked 
the two gupft t-peakcr.'j and ex- 
pressed the hope that the two 
groups might again hold another 
joint meeting very soon, after 
which the meeting was adjourned.

Scholarship for Quebec 



Arts Student Is 
Recipient of 
Coveted Award 

Pcrclval T. MuLïmi, a Kfnirlli 
Vonr Arts student nt McGill, is one 
of the recipients of Rhodes Schol- 
arship for 10(1 in tlir Pruvlncp cit 
Quebec, The holder of the secoiul 
.•scholarship in Claude Gagnon of 
Qiirbco City, 'riie announcement of 
these nhodcs Schol.iis for 1041 wns 
made by H. G, Lafleiir, K.C., Sec- 
retary of the Quebec Selection 
Commit Ice. 

Molson is the son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Walter Molson of Montreal and al- 
though only 10, is in the llnal year 
of his Arts course, spccializinR in 
Economics and Languages. From 
1928 to 1935 he attended Sclwyn 
House School, when he received the 
JclTrcy Russell prize. He then at 
tended Bishops College School and 
then came to McGill. In each year 
of hi.s course here he has earned 
scholarsliips. At present he is mem 
bcr of the McGill Reserve Training 
Battalion. 

Gagnon, the son of the Hon. One 
.sime Gagnon, K.C., M.L.A. with the 
degree of B.A. He is now studying 
law at Laval and at the same time 
is taking courses in the Social 
Sciences, Politics, and Economics, 
He is bi-lingual and is taking CO. 
T.C, courses. 

Each year two Rhodes Scholar- 
ships are available for student.s in 
the Province of Quebec. These 
scholarships include payment of 
X400 per annum while attending 
Oxford for two or three years, al- 
though this third term may some- 
times be spent elsewhere. This year, 
however, neither of these will be 
able to take advantage of the 
award except by special permission 
Percival Molson has announced 
that he does not wish to apply for 
any such permission but will use 
his scholarship after the cônclusion 
of the war. 

To be eligible for a Rhodes Schol- 
arship the candidate must be a 
male, unmarried British subject be 
tween the ages of 18 and 25 and 
must have completed two years at 
a Canadian university. Also he 
must have resided, with the inten- 
tion of permanent residence, for at 
least nve years in Canada.

As soloist, Mr. Yves Tinayrc the eminent

a "Salve Rcgina" by the Eighleenlh Century 
conipo.<:fr N'iocolo Porpora. and a foloclion front 
Bcrlio?' littlr known ?nrrc\-i nnisio "l/Knfanco 
oil Chi iJi ■ Mr, Tin.-iyiT lia.v rsl.ibli.«hod n re- 
putation for himself as a singor of mnrh- 
ncglectcd music. His renditions of tinacrom- 
panicd medieval songs arc exceptionally good. 
He is undoubtedly one of the best musician- 
.«.-holsrs wo ran ever hojv to hoar. 

In a IiRhtrr vein. Mr. Clarke gave Insly 
performanivs of two sMndarri Chri.^tmas chest- 
nulf:. Tschaikov.tky s "Nutcracker Suite"' and 
the Grainger "Mock Morris." 

The Montreal Orchestra has now entered 
its eleventh season but this year, since, for 
obvious rcafons. it enuld not sLipe i\s annual 
campaign f.">r subfenN^ij. it now facof at least 
temporary disfohition. As Mr. Clarke said 
earlier this ye.ir. music is not one of the things 
on which to economize during wartime. It is 
more necessary than ever. It we want good 
music we must stipport it For the past ten 
years Dean C'i.irke hn.« offered his serviec.t 
pratiiitoufîy. We don t expect that much of 
evcryiine but all must help. This is the first 
time the orchestra has made a public appeal, 
and It deserves all our co-operation. The 
orchestra will be grateful for any contribution 
no matter how small, and these should be sent 
to the orchestra offices in the Mount Royal 
Hotel. But better still, there should be a 
larger attendance ù-om McGill.

Dansereau with McGill Quartet 

With succeeding concert.": the McGill String 
Quartet has shown steady improvement. While 
certain works reveal a lack of careful rehears- 
al, as was the case with the Beethoven Quartet 
opus 18 No. 6 which opened Friday night's 
concert at the Windsor Hotel, Messrs. Brott, 
Sherrard. Kondaks and Belland are happily on 
the road toward complete understanding, co- 
ordination and balance. These qualities are 
rarely achieved in part-time ensembles, and re- 
quire a long period of living and working to- 
gether before great rcFulls can be expected. 

The New York Times critic. Howard Taub- 
man, u fascinating story lo tell of the cele- 
bratt-d Griller Quartet and their secluded pil- 
grimage toward greatness. Individual virtu- 
osity and musicianship count for a great deal, 
but are by no means the whole story. Witness 
thç Primrose Quartet, each msn a matchlc-s,^ 
artift. but there is a jarrine many-voicednest 
to thc-ir playir.g. Gordon. Pro Arte. Griller. 
Budapest— these ensembles have conquered this 
difficulty with astonishing results. Indicative 
of the great progress the Quartet is making, 
was a polished and delicately poised perform- 
ance of a posthumous quartet movement by 
Franz Schubert n-hich came between the early 
Beethoven and Cesar Franck's Piano Quintet 
in F minor. 

The Franck work featured exquisite pian- 
ism by M. Dansereau, evidently much at home 
in this music, and very earncîtly disposed to- 
ward it. The Qu!nt*-t appears c)o.w!y riflated 
to the Violin Sonata in A major thematically. 
The mood is perhaps more meditative, the 
music more subtle and less bold. It appeart 
a difficult work to interpret sympathetically 
unless you have a sensitive counterpoise of 
give and take all along. 

This the playeiï achieved dospitt the liandi- 
cap of an alien inilrument. due largely to the 
consummate good taste with which M. Dan- 
sereau handled the piano pert. His was no 
vulgar Intrusion, rather an orgaijic part of the 
entire work. 

Young Mr. Kondoki-, ti,e violisl, created 
something of a utir v iif-ii he made his entrance 
in battle drcst. Ji appears that the musician, 
juet iwenty-two, had been called up for train- 
ing, and waa granted special leave in order 
that the engagement on Friday might be ful- 
filled. The contrast between iht rougii khaki 
of his uniform, and the elegant evening clotlies 
of hif coUcugutt provided an item of discus- 
sion during the intermission.

For those who like plenty of almo.sphorc In 
a novel or movie, who believe ■ story can 
evolve around one central character only, and 
who find the passions of love and hate the 
dominant theme.s in life, "The Letter" starring 
Belle Davis will be regarded by them as one 
of tlio most profoundly stirring dramas ever to 
fla.^h across the screen. 

The setting Is in the For East, In Singapore, 
where the mingling of two people— whites and 
Chinese— makes for a heavy atmosphere, one 
of .subtle awareness of cla.sh of cultures and of 
the divergent emotions and feelings. The cen- 
tral character is one Leslie Crosby, ably por- 
trayed by Bette Davis, the wife of a rubber 
plantation-owner, who steps out of her char- 
acter of gentility and graciousne.ss lo become 
a jealous savage woman willing to kill when 
her love is thwarted. 

The entire picture is Bette Davis's, and al- 
though the supporting cast is strong— notably 
James Stephenson as the lawyer, Joyce— yet 
one is conscious only of Miss Davis's predom- 
inance. She is mistress of the dramatic situa- 
tion from the very start, and never once falls. 
The camera shots are arranged particularly for 
the actre-ss, and their technical perfection adds 
effect. The first scene in which the significant 
shots are heard is particularly notable as is 
the ending Somerset Maugham devised for his 
short story. 

The gradual building up to the discovery of 
the "I.x:ller" is well done, and suspense Is 
maintained effectively, with the help of the 
incidental music. The force of external cir- 
cumstances becomes very real throughout thl.'; 
film, one becomes aware of the moon passing 
under the clouds, and its significance; a wisp 
of iace fluttering gently on a chair takes on 
meaning. All add to the atmosphere which, 
outside of the brilliant performance of Bette 
Davis, is all-powerful. 

Herbert Marshall as the naive, unsuspecting 
husband turns in a good enough performance, 
as does Gale' Sondergaard as the Malay woman,

However, to praise and approve 
the activilie.'î of college shidcnts Is 
a nin-if-lhc-rr.ill «tliUirte for a uni- 
versity prciidcnt. Such a M^n<i 
would hardly be sen.sational enough 
for Ihe pages of a 10-centpulp maga- 
zine. And after all, who can blame 
a man for wanting to pick up a 
little extra cash and a share of 
limelight, even though it is at the 
pxpcnfc of thousands of college stu- 
dents throughout the country? 

Objectively, the breaking down 
of fallacies, the elimination of 
stereotyped thought.

Ground 
school students will begin actual 
Hying in the spring. 

College EaraUed Moct Men. 

Of the 80 men enrolled during 
the pa.^it academic year. 63 were 
froni the College, eight from the 
Law School, three from the Engin- 
eering School, two from the Busi- 
ness and Medical, and' one from 
the Divinity Schools. One man at- 
tended the School of Design. 

In the Harvard Aviation Camp a: 
Falmouth Airport, which lasted 
eight weeks during the summer, 30 
students were enrolled and 27 pass- 
ed the final flying test. 

C.A.A. Raised Quota. 

In September, 1939, 210 students 
applied for admission to the flight 
training program, the report said.

Because of this student inter- 
est, the CAA. raised the quota to 
80.

N.S. FISHERY HAUL . 
SHOWS REDUCTION 



Cod, Lobster and Haddock 
Catches Down — Mackerel 
And Halibut Up 



Aintimcnlal and Spanish Tunes 
Top Favoritct Aniunf Students 
Harvard — old-fashioned sentimen- 
tality and Spanish senoritas are tlte 
latest numbers on Harvard's musi- 
cal hit parade. That students in 
Cambridge cling to the dttop'LLci 
tune.s atid types in popular muiit 
and fsi! to take the lead in forming 
styles or hits, is the opinion of the 
leading record concerns on the 
Square. 

Sixty pci- cent, of Har\ard pur- 
chft5<.'.'; arc ciB.i.sital re<;oid.s, while 
the remaining forty consist of popu- 
lar pieces. The latter classification 
divides into smooth and hot num- 
bers with the sweeter songs enjoy- 
ing a twenty.five to fifteen per cent, 
lead. 

These figutes arc excessively top- 
heavy on the cla!»sical .side. Esti- 
mates at Dartmouth, B.C., anu the 
Little Three reveal a decisive lean- 
ing toward lighter types more near- 
ly recording the same figures in re- 
versed order. 'iTalc, however, tends 
to reach Harvard's mark. 

In the classical field, symphonies 
lemain the dependable favorite at 
Cambridge with Beethoven and 
Wagner holding a wide margin over 
all other compo.ser.«. The one re- 
cent aitcratioi: in the classics is a 
new interest in the works of string 
quartets and small instrumental 
groups. An explanation for this is 
that collectors, who possess the 
better-known records, are now 
branching out into novelties. 

The most startling note in tlie 
popular group is Harvard's accr^pt- 
Mce at the conventional path. When

QUICKLIME IS USED 
TO GUARD OYSTERS 

Experiments in Riddipg 
Grounds of Starfish Pest 
Are Successful 



Here are two or three i.nteresting 
points in connection with Nova Sco- 
tia commercial fishing operations 
last year: 

More than 17.500 fishermen haul- 
ed tr.pir gf-iir on the various fishing 
groands of the province. 

They made catches which were 
worth, all told, slightly more than 
Se.753.500. 

For '.h* second year in succession, 
afler about 10 years in which the 
situation had beer, qui'.e liie reverse, 
the codfiih could look patronizingly 
at the lobster, for the cod catch was 
iiisX in market value among all tne 
landings from Nova Scotia fisheries, 
and lol}ster catch had to be content 
with second rank. 

Next in order, so far as marketed 
v-alue return is concerned, were 
naddock. mackerel and halibut. All 
in all. about 36 species of fish tnd 
.'•iiellfith entered into the provincial 
landing.'. 

Total catch taken by Nova Scotia 
fishermen during the year, all var- 
ieties, was 2,821,269 hundredweighu. 
Landings of cod totalled 1.087.834 
nundred weights, a decrease of 12.Ï.- 
000 hundredweights as compared 
with 1938 catch. This of course 
Drought about a reduction in mar 
kcted value which showed $2.305.083 
for ]y39. a.' agaiii.st $2.496.631 in 1938 

Lob.''tir l.tndiiigs reached H4.9I0 
hundred weight.^ in quaritiiv. and a 
marketed value of $2.011,223. In 
1938 Nova Scotia fishermen landed 
i55,405 hundredweights of shellfi.'ii 
which had a marketed value of $2 • 
28i!.ltia Lower price..-- received dui- 
ing the latter part of the .year con- 
tributed largely to the decrease in 
marketed value. 

Haddock catches for 19.'?9 totallinf. 
347^64 hundredweights wcie down 
some 9,200 hundredweights in quan- 
tity, and marketed value, $1.310,000 
was some $10.000 less than that for 
the preceding year 

Greater mackerel and lijlibu! 
catches were liikcn In the ea>-"e of 
the former, catch w,-..- 439.509 liui' 
dicdweights a.s av.ain.'t 227.900 hun- 
dredweights in 1938. with a market- 
ed value of $723,424. as against $447 - 
6G1. Halibut catch was 47„W9 hun 
dredweighls. which, as rnorkclcd 
were worth $596.834. In 1938 the 
halibut catch was 39,544 hundred- 
weighLs and sold for $499,175. 

Investment in vcs.<scls, boats, and 
fishing gear, and investment in fisi) 
canning and curing eslablishmcnU< 
in the province totalled $9.029,117. 

In addition to the 17,500 fisher- 
men employed in the province 
there were aI.so 3,272 persons em- 
ployed in the canning and curing 
establLshmcnts, making a total of 
20,816 persons actively engaged in 
the fishing industry. 



Continued experiments in the tise 
of quicklime in the killing of star- 
fish on oyster ground have demon- 
strated the efficiency of this method 
of setting rid of this pest. 

Oysters are amonfe the more valu- 
able species of Canadian shellfish. 
Production in 1939 amounted to 29,- 
624 barrels with a marketed value 
of $173,710. Starfish, of no commer- 
:ial value themselves, are inveterate 
destroyers of oysters. They invade 
oyster beds in large numbers and 
their removal is one of the prob 
lems of the oyster industry. 

Earlier experiments had shown 
that quicklime did not harm the 
commercially valuable species of 
fish occurring on the oyster grounds 
and further experiments conducted 
in 1939 indicated that its effect on 
microscopic plants and animals 
which provide for the oysters, and 
on the small free-swimming oysters 
themselves, would be negligible. 

In the experiments conducted and 
described by Dominion fishery 
scientists, a spreader of the whirl- 
ing disc type laid 500 pounds of 
quicklime an acre, and about half 
of the starfish on the bed were 
killed. Somewhat coarser lime 
spread in the same manner, gave a 
mortality of two-thirds of the star- 
fish present. 

The method is cheap in both 
labor and equipment but further 
improvements are beint; sought lu 
methods. 

As compared with "mopping", a 
system in which the starfish are re- 
moved from the oyster grounds with 
long handled "mops", which en- 
tangle with them on contact, the 
quicklime method is said to be 
cheaper and more effective.
